Carnie o f W a rm a n d C old P e r io d s. 
Experiments of tile Swedish physi­ 
cist Arrhenius, supplementing th© in­ 
vestigations of Professor Langley, in­ 
dicate that in order to explain the ori­ 
gin of tile warm climate which prevall- 
*h1 over the earth In th** tertiary age, 
when even the polar regions seem to 
have abounded with llf**, and of the 
Intense ooh* that caused the glacial pe­ 
riods, when Im lf the northern hemi­ 
sphere was biiri«Hl under ice, it Is only 
necessary to look to slight changes In 
the com pletion of the atmosphere. The 
active agent in these changes is thought 
to have been carbon dioxid. It has 
been shown that this gas possesses so 
groat a iiowor to retain solar heat that 
its addition to the extent of only one- 
tenth of I per cent of the present at­ 
mosphere would suffice to produce a 
tertiary climate and that taking away 
only one-fiftieth of I per cent from the 
present atmosphere would bring on 
glaciation. It has been conjectured that 
the fall of meteors was the source of 
the extra supply of carbon dioxid in 
form or geological periods,
